FACIAL RESEMBLANCE IS PERFECT 



The monument to the lute Charles 
Stc ,v art I'iirnell. ill process of erec- 
tion in Dublin. gives promise of be- 
ing a magnificent memorial in every 
respect. The figure of I'nrndl. de- 
signed 1>.\ the renowned sculptor, 
Augustus St. Cnudcns, of New York, 
is now in Italy to be cast in bron/.c, 
ami the foundation work of the struc- 
ture is tvell under way. The contract 
for the shaft, which is to lie very US' 
posing and elaborate, has not yet 
been let. but tenders of noted Irish 
tirins are under consideration, and 
the work will soon be commenced. 
In general the design for the monu- 
ment consists of a slight ly tapering 
triangular shaft standing on a circu- 
lar platform, which will bt twenty- 
live feet in diameter. The width at 
the base of the sliuft will be thirteen 
feet, and the total height from the 
ground to the upex of the tripod 
that will surmount the column will 
be sixty-five feet 

In the pavement of the circular 
plutform is represent e«l. in fTtOB 
granite, ■ »rfi shamrock, within 
which is symmetrically placed the 
triangular shaft. Around the carved 
buse the counties mid provinces of 
Ireland are represented— the coun- 
ties by thirty-two bronze panels or 
tablets, surrounded by till inlujil 

brawn ornament of shraaurocks, and 

the provinces by four bronze laurci 
wreaths on the face of the pedestal. 
\\hich carries the statute of Mr. 
I'arnell. On the angles of the buse 
ure inserted large bronze torches. 
Since the figure of .Mr. I'arnell is the 
most im|>ortant part of the monu- 
ment, it was artistically necessary 
that the shaft should form such u 
background us would least detract 
the eye of the observer from the 
.statute itself, and th" plain surface 
against which the statute will be 
outlined on the proposed form of 
shaft will attain the desired end in 

u striking manner. 
The arrangement perfected by Mr. 

St. (iaudens is this: In front of the 
shaft, on nn extension of the base, 
as u pedestal, will stand the figure 
ot I'arnell. This figure is eight feet 
in height, anil the attitude at once 
arrests attention. The right hand is 
extended, us if I'arnell were Slid I OSS 
lag an audience, and the left hand 

holds a scroll. The facial ressm- 

blame is perfect, ami grant care hus 
been tuken to render all the minor 
details faithful to the surroundings 
fit the Irish chieftain in life, .lust 
over the head of the figure n large 
harp is graven in the shaft, with the 
following extract from 1'urneH's his- 
toric speech, delivered nt Cork on the 

L'ist duy of January, iss.- >: 

"So inun has the right to fix the 
boundary of the inarch of u nation. 
No man has a right to say: "Thus far 
shall thou go and no further.' We 
have never attempted to fix the tie

nationhood, and we never shall." 

Near the top of the triangular 
shaft, in large bronze lettering, is 

the word "Farnell," and underneath, 

in Irish chnraeterH. the sentence: 
"God prosper Krin and her children." 

The top of th lumn bears an ex- 

cellentlv carved final, surmounted 
by an immense bronze tripod, flam- 
boyant. 

Satisfactory arrangements hive 

been made with the Dublin Tramway 
Company so thai its roadway t.enr 
the Rotunda, opposite which' struc- 
ture the monument is to stand, will 
le changed to ant) the dimensions 
of the buse of this grand memorial 
to the uncrowned king of Ireland.

The mate- 
rial is of selected white marble and 
the finials, gargoyles and other orna- 
ments are carved in u highly artistic 
manner. The fineness of the mar- 
bles used shows especially in the 
walls of the interior.

The Kev. K. L. Powell, pastor of the 
First Christian church of ibis city, 
in a sermon at Mucuuley's Thenter 
ins!

May (,od 
have mercy upon our souls. He it 
said to the honor of the ltoinan 
Catholic church that it has con- 
sistently safeguarded the marriage 
institution. It is unquestionably true 
that with but few exceptions it hM 
stood as a stone wall against marital 
infidelity. Other churches recently 
have taken up the question seriously.

violability of the marriage bond. I 
believe the time hus come when the 
ministers of ull churches should de- 
cline to remarry divorcees, save on 
the grounds mentioned by our Lord.
